of the people State schools. The accusation has 
gone abroad that Catholics are bent on destroy- 
ing the State school. Never was there an accusa- 
tion more unfounded... The right of the State 
school to exist, I consider, is a matter beyond the 
stage of discussion. I most fully concede it. The 
State's place in the function of instruction is loco 
parentis. The State must come forward as an 
agent of instruction else ignorance will prevail. 
Indeed, in the absence of State instructions there 
never was that universal instruction which we 
have so nearly attained and which we deem 
necessary. ? 

In the absence of State action I believe univer- 
sal instruction would never in any country be pos- 
sible. State action in favor of instruction implies 
free schools in which knowledge is conditioned in 
the asking. In no other manner can we bring in- 
struction within the reach of all children. Blest 
is the nation whose vales and hillsides free 
schools adorn, and blest the generations upon 
whose souls are poured their treasures. No tax 
is more legitimate than that which is levied for. 
the dispelling of mental darkness and the building 
up within a nation’s bosom of intelligant man- 
hood and womanhood. It were idle for me to 
praise the work of the State schools of America in 
the imparting of secular instruetion. We all con- 
fess its value. It is our pride and our glory. The 
Republic of the United States has solemnly af- 
firmed its resolve that within its borders no cloud 
of ignorance shall settle upon the minds of the 
children of its people. To reach this result its 
generosity knows no limit. Withered be the hand

The true theory of ptomaine poison, how- 
ever, is now known. Recent investigations 
have developed the fact that. every animal or- 
ganism is filled with microbes. These mi- 
crobes excrete certain particles in proc- 
ess of decay after death. These ex- 
creta are the ptomaines that form the 
poisonous element in the animal food. These 
ptomaines are most commonly found in oys- 
ters, shell fish, clams, and other sea animals. 
Almost all the recorded cases of poisoning 
by ptomaines have been confined to this spe- 
cies of animal food. In 1885 a number of 
cases of serious poisoning froni ptom aines oc- 
curred ‘in Wilhelmshaven in eonsequence of 
eating muscles. | 

Ptomaines are not entirely confined to sea 
animals, however. but have been found in pork 
and beef liver. This poison is especially dan- 
gerous from the fact that its presence is not 


necessarily betrayed by any unusual odor or 


taste in the food eaten.

The 
fact may be accepted as an indication of in- 
creasing prosperity in this city, which enables 
smokers of the more expensive class of 
goods to keep up their former rate of con- 
sumption and permits many others to buy the 
foreign article who have hitherto contented 
themselves with domestic made brands. Of 
course the continuous growth of the city, and 
in particular ‘the increase in the number of 
visitors, have a great deal to do with this. The 
patron of a first-class hotel is not apt to smoke 
poor cigars during his visit, whatever he may 
do at home. 


WHY DOES NOT PALMER TELL THE 
WHOLE sTORY? 

Gen. Palmer devotes a good part of his 
speeches to denunciation of protection. He 
says the principle is a wicked and demoraliz- 
ing one. His chief organ, the Herald, coin- 
cides with him fully. It says “ Protection 
has enfeebled our industries and pauperized 
a great host of workingmen.“ Palmer wants 
to strip the workingmen of every rag of pro- 
tection against European cheap labor, and 
tells them that when that is done prices will 
be much cheaper and they as consumers will 
pe benefited greatly. The Herald says ditto 
to him, and clamors for cheap goods for con- 
sumers utterly regardless of the consequences 
to the producer. 

Palmer and his organ look only at one side 
of the case. They see consumers and them 
only. It each inhabitant of the United States 
had a sure income large enough for him to 
live on and did not need to work for a living 
the position of Palmer and his organ would be 
sound, There would be but consumers and 
low prices would be of great value to them. 
But the General and his phonograph overlook 
the fact that nearly every consumer except the 
child is a producer and has to be one in order 
to get things to consume. With the exception 
of children and capitalists and the inmates of 
poor-hyuses and insane asylums man must 
produce to consume. Therefore that reason- 
ing which disregards the existence of pro- 
ducers must be fatally faulty. It deals with 
only half the problem of living. 

Supposing the shop windows are filled with 
signs of “reduced prices? Supposing the 
advertising columns of the papers tell of a 
great slaughter of g ” and “ great bar- 
gains”? Of what good is all that to men who 
have no money? Is it likely that a producer 
whose power to consume had been reduced a 
half by acut in his wages would feel much 
elated by those reductions or think he was 
much better off than in the old days when 
goods cost more but he got more? If a man’s 
wages sink as the price of goods sinks are 
goods cheaper to him than they were before? 
Has his power to consume been increased? 
Any workingman will answer that question in 
the negative. 

As production must precede consumption, 
and as to be a consumer one must have been 
first a producer, the Republican party, or the 
millions of men who compose it, has pro- 
ceeded always on the theory that the producer 
was the first one to be considered. They have 
held that if the producers were taken care of 
and offered plenty of employment at good 
wages, the consumers would take care of them- 
selves without any trouble. Therefore their 
legislation has been directed to furnishing em- 
ployment to all men willing to work for good 
wages, and thus creating the greatest possible 
number of well-paid producers. They have 
not cared so much about the price of goods. 
They have been indifferent if they were at 
times a little high. They have left it to com- 

petition and to the brain of the inventor to 
bring them down to a normal standard, which 
they always reach ib a short time. 

The fundamental difference between the 
two parties is, then, that the Democrats try to 
make goods cheap by free importation from 
Europe, but do not care whether a man is 
knocked out of work or has a cent in his 
putse to buy them with.

THE LAKE-FRONT FAIR BUILDINGS. 

The grand attraction of all the great exhi- 
bitions in Europe, from the one in London in 
1851 to that of Paris last year, has been the 
department of fine art—that is, of pictures and 
statuary. It will be the one of greatest inter- 
est here, the magnet of the Fair. The pictures 
and statuary are in every case the first to be 
seen, the last to be looked at, by the departing 
visitor, and most talked about by the aver- 
age man and woman after the return home. 
Other departments have a special interest for 
certain classes. The farmer wishes to inspect 
the live stock and the agricultural machinery. 
The mechanic takes a lively interest in looking 
through the halls in which shafting driven by 
steam or other motive power makes to turn 
the enginery that manufactures the 
thousand and one things that were 
made by hand in the first half 
of the century and the numerous others the 
existence of which had not then been called 
into bemg at the fiat of the inventor. The 
ladies take delight in inspecting the curious 
wares and dainty fabrics that are sent in fin 
ished form, and the merchant examines with 
searching glance the goods that enter into his 
particular line of trade. But all these want to 
see the pictures, to view the statuary, to gain 
some idea of the progress of art. Not a few 
of them want to go again and again to look at 
these objects, where a single visit to the other 
departments may suffice. This is why the 
fine art department is so popular it is 
found profitable to the management in i 
to keep it open Sundays, when the people can 
go not once but often and study at leisure 
some scores of different objects, where they 
are interested in only a few in other portions 
of the exhibit. And for these reasons the fine 
art objects ought to be placed on the Lake- 
Front, where the people can reach them with 
the least expenditure of personal effort and 
the smallest waste of time. For the same 
reasons the other portions of the great display 
would be better carried to Washington and 
Jackson Park and the plaisance between 


The directors can provide for all the display 
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pearance and furnish room for a permanent 
museum of art and a vast Chicago library for 
the use of the people during many decades 
after the Columbian. Exhibition has become a 
thing of the past. 


If more room for other exhibits be wanted | 


in that vicinity a temporary structure might 
be erected north of Madison street. The steel 
and glass composing it can be sold off when 
the tocsin of titne signals the drop of the cur- 
tain on the Columbian exhibit. Certainly 
nothing more than this will be really wanted. 

The step already taken by the Executive 
Committee in asking for bids on the work of 
making land east of the tracks is so ill-advised 
that it ought to be retraced. No contracts 
have been let for the work, nor should there 
be. The success of the Fair as an exhibition 
would not be advanved one jot by filling the 
basin, but would be jeopardized unwarrant- 
ably by a course of action which has been re- 
solved on without due canvass of the conse- 
quences, and in all probability would be 
bitterly regretted by every one taking a 
pecuniary or otherwise vital interest in the 
great Columbian display. Why not stop the 
folly at once? — 


THE KING OF HOLLAND'S LAST CALL. 

Once more the King of Holland, William 
III., lies at the point of death, and any day 
may bring the tidings of his demise. He is an 
old man, being in his seventy-third year, and 
has been on the throne forty-one years. Had 
it not been for a robust constitution he would 
have passed away long since, as his life has 
not been characterized by habits which con- 


duce to longevity. He hus been near the end 


several times, and only a year ago his condi- 
tion was so desperate that a Regency was 
declared. He recovered sufficiently, however, 
to reeume his royal duties, and the Regency 
was withdrawn, but this time it appears to be 
the last call. Parliament by a large vote has 
declared him incapable of rule, and the Coun- 
cil of State has assumed the temporary Re- 


gency. 


Tho death of the King will possess no special 


interest so far as he himself is concerned. 
He has not increased the luster of the famous 
house of Orange by any act of his own, nor is 
it likely that he will be mourned greatly oy

cession and the complications which may 
ensue. The King will leave but one 
child, the Princess Wilhelmina, offspring 
of his second marriage with Queen 
Emma, daughter of Prince George Victor of 
Waldeck. The Princess is in her tenth year, 
and so far as the throne of Holland is con- 
cerned must succeed her father under a 
Regency. The real event which will give rise 
to endless speculation, and may lead to most 
important complications, concerns the future 
ot the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg, of which 
the King is Grand Duke, with the power of 
nominating its Government, As the grand 
dukedom is confined to the male line, upon 
the demise of William III. Luxemburg will 
pass from the Crown of Holland and come 
under the rule of the Duke of Nassau, the 
Crown being hereditary in the Nassau family 
under the treaty of London, 1867, by which, 
also, the neutrality of the Duchy was guaran- 
teed by the great Powers of Europe. It will 
be remembered that the Duke of Nassau 
assumed its Regency a year ago when the King 
was supposed to be near his end and relin- 
quished it aubsequently when he recovered. 
This time, however, he is likely to come into 
permanent possession, and the future of Lux- 
emburg, though it is only a little province of 
998 square miles and less than a quarter of a 
million people, thus will become an important 
factor in European speculations, the more so 
that it is likely to come under German infiu- 
ences, neutral as itis, since the Duke is con- 
templating marriage with a German Princess. 
One rumor already afloat sets forth the proj- 
ect of a union of Luxemburg with Alsace and 
Lorraine and their erection into an independ- 
ent Kingdom under the protection of the 
great Powers. All sorte of rumors indeed 
may be expected, as public interest will be 
more concerned with Luxemburg than with 
Holland when the King of the latter passes 
away, unless, as is not improbable, Germany 
shall seek to bring Holland under its in- 
fluences. This had long been a dream of 
Bismarck’s. It may be one of the young Em- 
peror’s also. In any event the death of Will- 
iam III. will cause a shifting about of pieces 
on the chess-board which will be interesting 
to watch. 


MEXICO IN A RETALIATORY MOOD. 

Dispatches from Kansas City and the Rio 
Grande state that the Mexican Government 
has placed a duty of $500 per car on American 
cattle and of $2.50 per head on American hogs. 
These are retaliatory duties imposed because 
Congress has levied a duty of a cent and a 
half a pound on lead in the silver ores im- 
ported from Mexico. Later advices are to the 
effect that the proposed tax as yet is only con- 
templated, though it appears the duty will be 
put on, due notice being given to the parties 
in interest. 

In 1880 no silver ore was brought from Mex- 
ico to the United States. In 1888 the ore im- 
ports were valued at $4,800,000, or a quarter of 
the total imports. In 1889 they were valued 
at $6,700,000. Silver ores have been on the 
free list always. By a decision of Secretary 
Sherman ores containing silver and a base 
metal, such as lead, were admitted free where 
the value of the silver predominated. It is of 
great importance to this country to have these 
Mexican ores, not merely because they fur- 
nish freight for railroads and employment 
for workingmen, but because the silver-smelt- 
ing business of the country cannot be carried 
on as well without them. The lead ores of 
Idaho, about the only ones which can be used 
in the treatment of many American silver ores, 
are in the hands of a Denver monopoly, and 
the freezing out of the Mexican product will 
concentrate the smelting business at Denver, 
and close other works scattered over the 
United States employing thousands of men. 
Yet a little ring of mem in the Senate and 
House had influence enough to strike down a 
valuable American industry ahd kill a lucra- 
tive trade by imposing a duty of a cent and a 
half a pound on the lead in these ores. That 
is what has stirred up the Mexicans. Early 
in the year the Secretary of the Treasury 
made a ruling under which some of these 
ores became dutiable. The result was 
that the Mexicans put a small duty 
on American live stock and fresh meats, 
and the imports of ores fell off 50 per cent. In 
spite of tne Pan-American Congress the House 
and Senate codperated with the Secretary of 
the Treasury in this blow at a Mexican 
interest, and the result is this duty on 
our animals. Of wourse this hurts the 
Mexicans. They need the cattle and hogs‘of 
the United States, and by putting dutiés on 
them they make them cost their people more 
or keep them out altogether. But it hurts 
this country also, for it has been sending a mill- 
ion dollars’ worth of animals across the border. 
It hurts the States of Missouri, Kansas, and 
Texas. So this whole foolish business should 
be ended, and the sooner the better. It is an 
outrage that a few Senators and Representa- 
tives should be permitted to damage live stock 
and smelting interests simply to benefit a few 
smelters who have the control of the American 
wird and lead ores suitable for reduction pur- 
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been: greater than that even, for the hours of 
labor have been shortened, so that the work- 
ingman gets double the money for a smaller 
number of hours of his labor than his fellow 
did in 1860. Thus during this protection era 
of nearly a third of a century the workingman 
has been a gainer both as producer and con- 
sumer. He works a shorter time, gets more 
for it, and is able to buy more with the money 
on account of the greater cheapness of goods. 

It is not claimed by Tun Taisunz that this 
cheapening of prices is due chiefly to protec- 
tion. It assigns the principal part of the 
credit for that to invention. The machinist 
and the chemist have codperated to make pro- 
duction cheaper.. Every successful manu- 
facturer in a free trade or a protection coun- 
try is cudgeling his brains all the time to find 
cheaper processes of manufacture to increase 
his profits. But these processes, when found, 
soon become the common property of the 
community, and.the consumers get the benefit 
of them. 

Tun Tarox . however, that the 
increased wages of 1890 as compared with 
1860 are due largely to protection, and that 
the merits of that economic policy are to be 
looked for in that fact. Protection has em. 
| boldened capital by giving it an assurance 
that its investments m manufacturing enter- 
prises would not be wiped out at once by the 
destructive competition of cheaper paid for- 
eign labor. It has @nabled the manufacturer 
to pay his hands higher wages than those re- 
ceived by foreign workingmen and at the 
same time to make a fair profit. It has given 
to all manufacturing industries a feeling of 
confidence—that théy would not be invaded 
and cut under—which they would not have 
possessed otherwise, and has given to work- 
ingmen a certainty of employment. 

But for manufactures which owe their birth 
and continued existence to protection, hun- 
dreds of thousands of workingmen would have 
been forced to look to farming for employ- 
ment. There would have been nothing for 
them to do but to become farmers, if they 
could raise the money, or farm laborers. 
Owing to improvements in agricultural ma- 
chinery, which would have been made with or 


gaged in cultivating the land is sufficient to 
raise crops enough for the home market and a 
big surplus for exportation. Therefore, with 
comparatively no manufactories, the wages of 
the farm laborer would have been as low as in 
Europe. The few manufactories which would 
have been in existence would have paid wages 
no better than those received by European op- 
eratives. Gen. Palmer ignores all these facts 
in his free-trade speeches. 

While prices under the protective system 
have been always higher than those paid 
abroad, the fact that protection has given op- 
portunities for a more diversified employment 
of capital and has diffused labor over many 
occupations instead of allowing it to concen- 
trate itself on a few has increased wages and 
has kept them steadily above the European 
standard, so that the American workingman,

As the American manufactories will be 
Hidle while this fight is going on foreign goods 
‘| will pour in in vast quantities; the balance of 
trade will run against us and will be paid for 
in gold and silver. The country, drained of 
its precious metals, will become the prey to 
panics, hard times, and financial disaster. 
‘There will be bankruptcies and general pov- 
erty. At last the workingmen, slowly, grudg- 
ingly, but driven on by inexorable necessity, 
will have to accept the European scale of 
wages and the lower free-trade plane of life. 
They will have the low free-trade goods, but 
only the low free-trade wages with which to 
buy them. Goods will be cheap, but employ- 
ment uncertain and wages beggarly. Under 
protection goods may be rather dear, but em- 
ployment is pretty sure and wages high. 
Which is the better for Chicago workmen?

“@ODLESS SCHOOLS.” 

At Wednesday’s banquet m honor of Arch- | 
bishop Feehan the Rev. McGovern spoke tothe | 
toast of Our Holy r.“ In the course 
of his speech he said the Pope “has vo 
ously protested 4 inst godless schools.” The 
remark was a one, occurring in the 
middle of a eulogy of many things which in 
the opinion of the orator entitle the Roman 
Pontiff to the venerating respect of the Cath- 
olic world, ‘but it should not be suffered to 
pass unnoted, especially as it claims the high- 
est papal sanction for views on the subject of 
education which some have alleged to be 
merely episcopal. | 

The phrase “ godless schools,” which has 
often been heard in the last few years, is not 
only a misnomer but is an insult to the intelli- 
gence of the average American citizen. The 
education furnished by the common schools 


of the United States may fitly be defined as 


the toois with which the pupil may begin to 
work out a knowledge of things and make 
himself useful in the world. He learns in the 
school to read and write in the language of 
the country; obtains an acquaintance with 
the leading facts in geography and other stud- 
ies. That elementary education is simply a 
means to an end and is no more entitled to be 
called “godless” than are the tools of the 
mechanic or the clothes of the man who wears 
them. It is simply a preparation for the sec- 
ular work of life, and for those individuals 
who are intended to make theological studies 
and efforts a life-work special courses of prep- 
aration are established by most of the 
churches, including the one t6 which the Rev. 
McGovern belongs. 

The average citizen needs a secular educa- 
tion which will fit him for entering on some 
one of the vocations of ordinary life, and any 
desired religious instruction can be given by 
teachers who hold the faith of the parents or 
guardians of the child, a condition which it 
would be difficult if not impossible to guaran- 
tee to all those who attend the public school. 
That institution is neither godless nor godly. 
It is as much the one as the other, and has no 
right to be either in the distinctive sense of 
the word. But if by “godless” we are to 
understand “atheistic” then the charge is 
false and a libel on the fair fame of the Amer- 
ican common school. 

There is a manual-training school in suc- 
cessful operation on Michigan avenue and 
Twelfth street. In it instruction in the use 
of the principal mechanical tools and proc- 
esses is given daily to hundreds of youths, a 
fair proportion of which are of Catholic par- 
entage. Is that to be called “a godless 
school because the boys are not taught to 
accompany each stroke of the hammer with a 
pious ejaculation, to listen to mass before tax- 
ing their places at the work-bench or lathe, or 
to sing hymns in competition with the buzz 
of the machinery? Would the Rev. McGov- 
ern counsel the keeping of sons of Catholic 
parents away from the place because these 
conditions are not supplied? If he would not 
then he is inconsistent in wishing to cast op- 
probrium on the other institutions in which 
an unsectarian instruction in the arts of 
reading and writing is given, which ena, 
bles the pupil to read either the Douay or the 
King James version of the Scriptures, and 
cultivates his intelligence up to the point of 
ability to comprehend the religious teachings 
of Catholic priests or Protestant ministers. 
The priesthood ought to be able to see this 
for themselves, and understand that they are 
not advancing the cause of their church in 
this country by tirades against the American 
common-school system. Not a few of the 
teachers in those schools in this and other 
cities are Catholics, and neither they nor the 
children in their charge need be any the wo se 
Catholics for the instruction given and re- 
ceived there. Both children and teachers know 
this well, and are not apt to reverence the 
utterances of other things by men who in de- 
nouncing the schools show they do not under: 
stand what they are talking about.

In the recent death of Henry Ward Poole, 
brother of Dr. William S. Poole, the well- 
known librarian, there passed away a man of 
rare scholarly and scientific attainments.

a graduate of Yale, which had honored him 
with one of its degrees.

As one of the 
episodes to his long and brilliant career he in-

the attention of musicians not alone in this 
country but also in Europe, and was much dis- 
cussed at the time. He had the true schol- 
arly bent and scientific temperament, and had 


che concentrated himself upon any one depart- 


ment of research unquestionably would have 
made himself world-famous,

Rights of Aliens in Illinois. 

The statement that aliens have the same rights 
in Illinois in the purchase, conveyance, et., of 
real estate, printed a few days since, was based 
on the statute of 1885. The act of 1887 repeals it 
in manner as follows: That a non-resident alien, 
firm of aliens, or corporation incorporated under 
laws of any foreign country shall not be capable 
of acquiring title to or taking or holding any 
lands or real estate in this State by descent, do- 
vise, purchase, or otherwise; except that the heirs 
of aliens who have heretofore acquired lands in 
this State under the laws thereof, and the heirs 


of aliens who may acquire lands under the pro- 


visions of this act, may take such lands by devise 
or descent and hold the same for the space of 
three years and no longer, if such alien at 
the time of so acquiring stich lands is 21 
years of age, and if not 21 years of age, then for 
the term of five years from the time. of so acquir- 
ing such lands, and if at the end of the time here- 
in limited such lands so acquited by such alien 
heirs have not been sold to bona ‘fide purchasers 
for value, or such alien heirs have not become 
actual residents of this State, the same shall re- 
vort and escheat to the State of Lilinois the same 
as the lands of other aliens under the provisions 
of this act: Provided, that minor aliens actually 
residing in the United States may acquire title to 
lands in this State by purchase and hold the same 
for a term of six years after they might, under 
the naturalization laws of the United States. 
have declared their intentions to become citizens 
of the United States, and if at the expiration of 
said term of six years said aliens have not become 
citizens of the United States the lands so acquired 
by them by purchase shall revert and escheat to 
the United States under the provisions of this act, 
and it shall be the duty of the State’s-Attorney of 
the county in which said lands are situated to en- 
force forfeitures of all lands mentioned in this 
section.“ etc.
